Eggs at Easter 


With the coming of spring, a 
sense‘of joy and happiness seems to 
invade all domains. The snow is 
rapidly disappearing, grass, cro- 
cuses, leaves, etc., are coming out 
and all nature smiles. 

Men, women and children go 
about their business as if they had 
shed a,heavy burden. The animals 
also feel the change, the hens for 
instance decide they have been lazy 
long enough and start laying 
aplenty. 

Yes, spring is a wonderful season 
but sometimes before its good 
effects are felt a person feels sort 
of limp after the winter struggle 
and needs a little extra food. This 
surplus food might take the form 
of egg nogs between meals, Again, 
a plain egg nog might be objection- 
able to some people, this can easily 
be overcome by flavouring the egg 
nog well with spice or a sweet 
flavouring, 

The home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section of the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture suggest 
ways of using eggs in the daily 
meals, 

Spanish Eggs

cups canned tomatoes

Hard-cook eggs: cover to a depth

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~keep hot and let stand 15 minutes. 


While eggs are cooking, cut bacon 
in small pieces and cook until crisp 


Remove bacon from pan and cook 


_ onion in the bacon fat until clear. 


Blend in flour, add tomatoes, green 
pepper and celery and simmer 20 
minutes. Add bacon, salt and 
pepper, Remove shells from eggs, 
cut in half lengthwise and arrange 
in serving dish. Pour hot sauce 
over eggs, Six servings. 


Moulded Egg Salad 


1 tablespoon unflavoured gelatine 
% cup cold water 
12 cups boiling water 

2 tablespoons vinegar 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

3 tablespoons chopped pickle 

1 tablespoon grated onion 

1 tablespoon chopped pimento 

Soften the gelatine in the cold 
water. Add boiling water, vinegar 
and salt. When the gelatine mix- 
ture begins to stiffen, add the 
remaining ingredients, Pour into 
wet moulds and chill until firm. 
Serve on crisp lettuce or other salad 
greens and garnish with mayon- 
naise,

Mass Seeding 
Conducted by Plane 


Reforestation on a streamlined 
scale in 1946 saw Ontario Govern- 
ment experts harness the airplane 
in mass seeding experiments, R. N. 
Johnson, chief of the Lands and 
Forest Department's research divi- 
sion, said in Toronto recently. 


Mr. Johnson said that one ¢x- 
periment, in which a pilot sprayed 
a 60-acre plot with 300,000 tree 
seeds in 10 minutes, will be “elab- 
orated upon” this year. 


He said white pine, red pine and 
spruce involved in 1946 experiments 
should reach Christmas-tree size 
within 15 years, and full growth of 
120 feet in 100 years “if the experi- 
ments were successful.” 


Before planting the seeds are 
treated with rodent and fungus re- 
peéllents and coated with fertilizer. 
“They are given a better start in 
life than the ordinary bush-bora 
seedling enjoys.” .

Largest Pipeline 


In Saudi Arabia 


American oil companies have 
holdings in Canada, Venezuela, Ar- 
gentina, Colombia, Peru, Hungary, 
Rumania, Netherlands East Indies, 
Iraq and Saudi Arabia. The last is 
one of the most important, says 
the New York Times. 


Saudi Arabia contains 5,250,000 
nomadic people, 610,000 square 
miles (twice as large as Texas), 
mostly of desert and oases—and 
under them vast reservoirs of oil 
which some estimate as equalling 
the United States reserve of” 20 
million barrels. 

In 1933 the Texas Company and 
Standard Oil of California bought 
from_King Ibn Saud a concession 
to és ploit the country’s oil re- 
sources, Their jointly owned Ara- 


bian-American Oil Company has, 


recently picked up such momentum 
that since 1943 production has mul- 
tiplied ten times, to 73,000,000 bar- 
rels a year. At Dhahran on the 
Persian Gulf Coast, every drilling 
in the past year has brought in a 
gusher. The chief brake on even 
larger output has been limited ship- 
ping to take the oil out of Arabia 
to world markets. 

Last week plans were set for 
construction in Saudi Arabia of the 
world’s ‘largest pipeline. 


300,000. Barrels Daily 


The new line will be 30 inches in 
dianieter, about 1,2090+ miles long, 
with at least 300,000. barrels daily 
capacity. (Big Inch, from Texas to 
the United States East Coast, is 
1,254 miles but only 24 inches in 
diameter, with 250,000 barrels ca- 
pacity.) It will run from Dhahran 
northwestward through Trans- 
Jordan to a Syrian. port on the 
Mediterranean, On westward ship- 
ments it will save 3,500 miles. 


When the pipeline. is completed 
about 1950, Saudi Arabia will have 
yearly production of at least 110,- 
000,000 barrels of oil. It will then 
rank fifth in world oil production, 
behind the United States (1,711,- 
000,000), Venezuela (323,000,000), 
Russia (149,000,000) and Iran (129,- 
000,000). For every barrel taken 
out of Saudi Arabia, Ibn Saudi will, 
by terms of the concession, be paid 
23 cents.

Why Alberta Gets Spring in Winter 


The Chinook is a peculiar “ani- 
mile” whose habitat is Southwest- 
ern Alberta. It appears in Winter 
when it is very welcome. It comes, 
too, in Summer, when it Is one of 
those very unwelcome hot winds 
which wither crops in 48-hours if 
they haven't a lot of moisture at 
their roots, relates the Lethbridge 
Herald. 


It's in Winter, of course, that we 
brag about our Chinook wind. It 
may be 40 below in the morning 
and 40 above by mid-afternoon. 
Not long ago the mercury here 
went from 34 below zero to 40 
above with 36 hours while the rest 
of the Prairie West was left shiver- 
ing. It's little wonder we boast. 


Kast week we hdd a Chinook, 
Before it got under way in all its 
glory and vigor South -Alberta’s 
foothill range country was largely 
covered with snow, and ranchers 
were worrying whether they would 
have enough feed to cafry their 
cattle through till. Spring. The 
Chinook wiped the snow out within 
four days, and the cattle left the 
valleys and took to the hills, where 
the range grass, cured last fafl, was 
waiting for them just as, before the 
white man, it waited for the 
buffalo. 


The result is that the ranchers 
have been given a breather, and 
they will be hopeful now of grazing 
for the rest of the Winter so that 
their disappearing hay supplies will 
be saved for use during possible 
Spring blizzards.

Men of the meteorological ser- 
vices and scientific experts do not 
always agree about the Chinook. 
Where does it come from and how 
does it get to prairie level’ after 
apparently coming across the 
mountains at 10,000 to 15,000 feet? 
We: learned in our high school 
physics classes that air when heat- 
ed rises and cold air flows in to 
take its place. But the Chinook 
appears to operate in reverse. Here 
is Warm air coming down from 
above to displace the heavier frigid 
air. What has happened to our 
physics in that case? 


Chiftdok, the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica tells us, “is a name giver 
to a wind which blows from west 
or north over the Rocky Mount- 
ains, where it descends as a dry 
wind, warm in Winter and cool in 
Summer, It is due to a cyclone 
passing northward, and continues 
for a few hours to several days. 
It moderates the climate of the 
eastern Rockies, the snow melting 
quickly on account of its warmth 
and vanishing on account of its 
dryness, so that it is said to ‘lick up’ 


the snow from the slopes.” 


In the same authority..we learn 
that Chinook is the name of a 
tribe of Indians who held the area 
along the mouth of the Columbia 
river in Oregon, and as the Chin- 
ook comes from that general direc- 
tion we suppose that’s where the 
wind got its mame, At any rate the 
general impression is that the Chin- 
ook gets its warmth from the Japan 
current in the Pacific, which also 
gives the Pacific coast its mild tem- 
perature.

But we are still stymied when we 
try to figure out how the Chinook, 
blowing to Lethbridge over the

At any rate, we're in the Chinook 
belt which brings us Spring on oc- 
casion in the middle of Winter. 
Perhaps we shouldn't. worry so 
much about the physics of it—let 
the weatHer man do the worrying. 


Smokeless Logs 
from Powdered Coal 


A process. for making a new 
type of smokeless fuel from West- 
ern soft coal is now being tested 
in Salt Lake City. The New York 
Times reports. If it fulfils expec- 
tations, the smoke nuisance can be 
eliminated. K. L. Storrs is the in- 
ventor of the process. He passes 
finely divided coal continuously 
through a vibrating heated horizon- 
tal retort. At a temperature of 
about 500 degrees centigrade the 
coal becomes semi-plastic, so that 
it can be compressed and extruded 
in the form of long, hard “logs” 
about two inches in diameter. Only 
three minutes are required to con- 
vert the powdered coal into smoke- 
less logs ready to use in stoves, 
furnaces or open fireplaces. The 
chemical by-products are recovered 
during the heating process. By a 
relatively simple modification of 
this pr6écess a coke can be obtain- 
ed that would be especially useful 
in practically all metallurgical in- 
dustries.

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Electric Iron Dries 
And Then Presses 


August Purpura, of Chicago, has 
patented an electric iron which can 
be used to dry and press materials 
too wet for an ordinary flatiron, 
claims the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Mr, Pupura’s iron has its face 
grooved, with a number of small 
channels radiating from a common 
point of origin. Through holes in 
a nipple located at this center point, 
steam from the fabric, generated 
by contact with the hot face of the 
iron, is sucked up by a partial 
vacuum created by a special electric 
pump inside the iron. The accel- 
erated removal of the water vapor 
from the surface of the fabric 
greatly speeds the drying process 
and the goods are sool in the 
proper state to take a good pressing 
with the iron. 

The element which heats the iron 
is on the same electrical circuit as 


—the vacuum pump, so only one cord 


and plug connecting the iron with 
the house current is necessary.

Crisis in Britain 
Is International 


It is evident that Britain’s finan- 
cial position is so insecure that it 
cannot be resolved without sub- 
stantial outside financial assistance 
comments the Montreal Gazette. 
For the sake of the world economy 
Britain cannot be permitted to 
bankrupt itself. Only self-interest 
is involved for Britain's creditors. 
But it is quite certain that both 
Canada and the United States must 
make further handsome loans to 
bolster the pound and restore the 
British economic organization 

Britain is now in the position 
acidly described by analogy by the 
late Lord Keynes who pointed out 
that when a man owed his bank 
$1,000 he was at its mercy: when 
he owed it $1 million, the bank was 
at his mercy, 

The collapse of the pound would 
so disorganize international trade 
and international finance that the 
cataclysm might well reduce the 
world to the barter system. It ts 
a prospect that cannot be viewed 
with equanimity. It would be par- 
ticularly appalling for Canada, 
whose economy is based on export 
trade. 

Britain, sentiment aside. must be 
revived. It can only restore itself 
through superlative individual effort 
supported by foreign finance. (nly 
the U.S. and Canada have the cap- 
tal to prevent world catastrophe 
Together they must help to save 
Britain not in altruism but in self- 
defense,

Juices for Variety 


_. A few decades ago, leading food 

authorities recommended the use 
of fruit and vegetable juices in the 
daily menu. At that time, many a 
person considered this recommend- 
ation merely a fad of the hour. 
However, homemakers have learn- 
ed to value these juices for their 
nutritional balue, as well as for 
the flavor and color which they 
add to a meal. 


Speaking of juices native to Can- 
ada, tomato juice and apple juice 
aré the two which are used!to the 
greatest extent, being served most 
often at the beginning of a meal. 

Grape juice is also popular while 

many like the blended yegetable 
juice, a refreshing. combination of 
two or more juices made from 
_ garden fresh vegetables, such as 
tomatoes, celery, carrots, lettuce, 
beets, spinach, parsley, and water- 
cress, 

Serving a five ounce glass of 
vitimized apple juice or tomato 


,, 


juice at breakfast is an excellent - 


way to get each member of the 
family off to a good start for the 
day, for this amount of vitamized 
apple juice will provide half of the 
_daily requirement of Vitamin C, 
while the tomato juice will give 
approximately one third of the 
amount needed for the day. 

When buying apple juice, be 
Sure to read the label on the can. 
If the juice has been vitamized, you 
will find the word “Vitamized” on 
the label, The label will also tell 
you whether the juice is of the 
clear or unclarified type. Read the 
labels on cans of tomato juice too, 
Both apple and tomato juice are 
graded and sold as “Fancy Quality” 
and “Choice Quality”. 

The home economists, Consum- 
er Section, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, Stiggest a few ways 
of using apple and tomato juice, 
in addition to serving them just as 
they come from the can. Many de- 
licious moulded salads may be 
made by using tomato juice or 
apple juice in the gelatine base. 
Furthermore, apple juice makes « 
delicious pudding sauce, its tangy 
flavor making if @ very acceptable 
partner for sweet puddings.

But far less do we recommend a 
mean-and sullen parent who gives 
a child no chance to purge himself 
of his fault and forget it.

How Can I?

‘Most Dangerous 


Room in House 


It is estimated from studies of 
home accidents among Metropo- 


litan Industrial policyholders and 


among other groups, that in the 
neighborhood of 6,000 men, women 
and children are killed each year 
in the United States from mishaps 
originating in the kitchen, 


Many times that number each 
year are more or less seriously in- 
jured, though not fatally. 


The kitchen, as a rule, is the 
centre of domestic activity, and the 
housewife and other members of the 
family concerned with running the 
household spend a good part of 
the day there. Even more import- 
ant is the fact that the activities 
usually carried on in the kitchen— 
cooking, baking, washing,. ironing 
expose the family to a wide 
variety of hazards, such as burns 
and scalds, gas poisoning, cutting, 
contact swith electric current, and 
falls. 


In no other room is there such 
concentration of hazards, and in no 
other room is there as much chance 
during the waking hours dor both 
adults and children to becdme in- 
volved in a fatal accident.

“Ulster Sends 


Vast Supplies 
Of Food To U.K. 


In peace, as in war, Ulster sends 
immense supplies of food to Great 
Britain. The figures for 1946, just 
published, show how great is this 
contribution to the national larder 
—particularly welcome in these 
days of world shortages ahd con- 
tinued rationing. 

For a number of years Ulster has 
helped materially to meet the milk 
shortage in Scotland during the 
winter months. Supplies have been 
progressively increased until some 
three ‘million gallons of Ulster milk 
are sent across the Irish Sea each 
year, the cash value being about 
£250,000. 

Cattle and Sheep 

Last year fat cattle and sheep to 
the value of £5,357,000 were ship- 
ped from Ulster to Great Britain. 
In the same period the shipments 
of eggs totalled 311,000,000, repre- 
senting a value of £4,200,000. The 
value of Ulster’s egg production 
for the year exceeded £5,000,000. 

Before the present season ends 
Ulster will have shipped from the 
1946 crop: 330,000 tons of ware 
potatoes, value £2,000,000, besides 
110,000 tons of ware potatoes, worth 
more than £1,000,000, sent to Great 
Britain and elsewhere, 

Poultry supplies from Ulster last 
year amounted to 9,400,000 pounds 
weight—quite a substantial contri- 
bution to cross-Channe!l Juncheon 
and dinner tables. 

Ryegrass Seed 

Farmers in Great Britain depend 
almost entirely upon Ulster for the 
ryegrass seed which they sow every 
year. In 1946, 295,000 cwt of this 
seed, all of which had to conform 
to the highest standards of purity 
and germination was supplied. 

On the average Ulster sends to 


Great Britain apples ranging in 
annual value from £500,000 to 
£1,000,000, 


Although the production of pigs 
in Ulster has had to be drastically 
curtailed owing to the shortage of 
feeding stuffs, the farmers are 
ready, as soon as the gpportunity 
presents itself, to restore pig pro- 
duction rapidly and to recover for 
the Ulster bacon industry the high 
place it formerly held on the British 

market,

There are many examples of wild 
animals multiplying abnormally 
while man makes war, says The 


Manchester Guardian, During the 
Spanish Civil War and in France 
1914-18 and 1939-46, wild swine be- 
came a serious nuisance, and even 
in Britain foxes were unusually 
numerous and destructive between 
1940 and 1946, But the scale of the 
field mice “plague” in parts of 
Poland docs seem to be exgeption- 
al. It is reported that, as a result of 
the multiplication ‘of field mice, 
more than 1,000,000 acres are pro- 
ducing less than 30 per cent of 
what they should. There are said 
to be about 3,000 mice to the acre 
over large areas, and as many as 40 
or 50 mice may sometimes be 
counted running in front of the 
bloodstained plowshares. The trou- 
ble is believed to arise from lack 
of cultivation—complete lack dur- 
ing some war years and too shallow 
plowing since. It is hoped that deep 
plowing by Unrra tractors may Im- 
prove the situation.

TABLE TALKS 


Meat Extenders 


Everyone, almost without excep- 
tion likes meat. Even the aroma 
and the ceye-appeal of properly 
cooked meat stimulate and aid good 
digestion. It is around the meat 
course that the family’s enjoyment 
of the meal centres. Theretore it 
becomes the responsibility of the 
homemaker, in the face of scarcities, 
and changing prices, to learn how 
to prepare and use the cuts avail- 
able, to extend them as far as 
possible and yet at the same time 
to serve them in tempting and de- 
licious ways. 

The value of meat is not depend- 
ent upon its cost. The less expen- 
sive cuts are equally as good as 
those of higher price. They re- 
quire long, slow cooking in a 
covered pan, using moist heat to 
soften the tough connective tissue. 
These cuts may also be made tender 
by grinding. 

When the homemaker cooks with 
imagination, stews, pot roasts, 
Swiss steaks etc., become intri- 
guing fare. A touch of mystery 
may be achieved by the addition 
of such seasonings as celery tops, 
bay leaf, thyme or an onion stuck 
in with two or three whole cloves. 
These dishes are sure to get a 
big hand from the family. 

The home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture suggest adding 
sour cream, canned tomato or 
mushroom soup to the gravy, to 
give new sparkle to tried and true 
favourites. A meat loaf unmoulded 
on a baking sheet, frosted with 
creamed potatoes and browned in 
a hot oven is as superb asa prime 
roast. 

Other good meat extenders, 
which carry the flavour of meat 
and yet increase the number of 
ee are vegetables, bread 
‘rumbs or dressings, dumplings and 
biscuit toppings. Rich meaty gra- 
vies or tangy sauces are the perfect 
accompaniment to all meat courses 
and play their part in stretching 
the meat used, 

Mushroom-Meat Patties 


1 can cream of mushroom soup 
%4 cup water 

1 pound ground beef or veal 
% cup fine dry bread crumbs 

1 egg, beaten r 


pper 

3 tablespoons minced onion 
'¥% cup chopped celery _ 

Dilute the mushroom s6up with 
the water blending until smooth. 
Combine ground meat with cruribs, 
‘egg, % cup of the soup mixture, 
salt, pepper, onion and celery. 
Shape into patties about 1” thick 
and brown both sides in hot fat. 
Cover with remaining soup mix- 
ture and bake, covered, for 25 
minutes in a moderate oven 350 
deg. F. or simmer covered on top 
of the stove for 15 minutes. Six 
servings, 

Mock Duck with Dill Dressing 

2 Ibs, round steak, cut 1%” thick 

3 cups soft bread crumbs 

% teaspoon ee 
> 1 teaspoon poultry dressing 

% cup chopped onion 

% cup chopped dill pickle 

6 tablespoons melted fat 

1 tablespoon prepared mustard 

1% cup dill pickle juice 

Wipe round steak with a damp 
cloth. Combine crumbs, salt, onion, 
dill pickles and 3 tablespoons fat. 
Spread steak with prepared mustard 
and place dressing on top. Roll up 
and fasten with skewers and cord. 
Melt remaining 3 tablespoons fat 
in heavy pan and brown steak on 
all sides. Add dill pickle juice and 
cook in a covered pan 1% hours 
or until tender. Six Servings. 


Sauce for Boiled Beef 


% cup sweet pickle relish 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley or 


Combine all ingredients and mix 
well, Serve with hot sliced boiled 
beef.

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British Housewife A Business Woman. 


(Letter in New York Sun) 
To the Editor—Sir: | am writing 


‘. to you in the hope that this letter 


will enlighten your readers as to 
the true position regarding the 
food situation in this country. Many 
Americans, according to our papers, 
believe that we are managing quite 
nicely on the present rations, 1 
will give a rough outline of the 
position as it affects my home. 

'] have a wife and two boys, aged 
12 and & years. Their breakfasts 
consist of a plate of porridge each, 
made with half milk, half water; 
"a thick slice of bread each, with a 
small piece of bacon three inches 
long, tea or cocoa. My wife and 
I have similar breakfasts four 
mornings out of seven, with the ad- 
dition of two eggs each a week. 

The children also get two eggs 
each a week; we can do this as we 
keep @ fowl in the garden, Othe? 
meals are equally monotonous, ex- 
cept at Christmas, 

Our meat ration (1 shilling each) 
allows two good cooked dinners for 
us each week, Sometimes the meat 
is so tough and old that we cannot 
masticate it. As for unrationed food, 
fish, when obtainable in any variety, 
is much sought after, and some of 
it reasonably cheap, but booked 
meat shops have little to sell and 
demand is greater than supply. 

Cakes and.confectionery are poor 
stuff indeed, but help to feed even 
though they often contain only 
dried eggs, flour, baking powder 
and flavoring. 

Really, the British housewife is 
a very astute business woman, as | 
will endeavor to show. I recently 
stayed home, owing to very bad 
weather, and offered to do my 
wife’s shopping, I came back after 
three hours of queueing and bar- 
gaining, with only our bare rations 
In the stores I did not know the 
tricks my wife “knew in getting 
unrationed foods. Needless to say 
I have not offered to do this job 
again. 

I believe like many others here 
that the bulk buying of food by 
government officials is the cause of 
much of the shortages in Britain. 
As you know, private enterprise is 
frowned on by the present govern- 
ment, If business men were allowed 
to go overseas and buy in the open 
market, we should nét be s6 short 
of goods. 

I have one grouse against the 


Americans and it concerns the films 
we get front America.’ In most pic- 
tures a scéne is shot of ¢ one 
having a meal either at home or in 
a restaurant, byt why do they have 
have to show such grand food to 
people the majority of whom do not 
know what a three-course meal is? — 

What exasperates me is that the - 
lucky American eater leaves most 
of his food unfinished, his drinks 
untouched and cigarettes are tossed 
away after two or three puffs, _ 

Remember that your pictures 
give British people the impression 
that the average American is a 
wasteful person and the actions in 
a picture of leaving good food to 
waste causes heartaches to our wo- 
men (and men). 

We have just had a cut in the 
electric supply (coal shortage), so 
in the future I must.do my corres-— 
ponding in daylight., Good-by and 
good luck, and please try to keep 
us grousing Britons smiling.

>. The Lunch Box 3: 


The spotlight has been turned on 
the school lunch box. Too often it 
-been found unattra¢tive, un- 
appetizing, and above all to be lack- 
ing in those foods, recommended 
by Canada’s Food rules which are 
necessary to build healthy, virile 
bodies. 
. To overcome these deficiencies, 
many communities have inaugurated 
school lunch projects, with great 
success, The homemaker has learn- 
ed the necessity of packing lunches, 
which are good to look at, good to 
eat and “good for her child”. 
Through this medium, the child has 
also acquired proper cating habits, 

To pack really good lunches day 
after day is a big task for the home- 
maker. It requires plenty of plan- 
ning, particularly at this time of the 
year to.give that needed variety. 
The home economists, Consumer 
Section, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, have a few suggestions 
though which will simplify your 
work, 

= * @ 

Plan a lunch box preparation 
centre in your kitchen. Store all 
canned and staple foods, also 
equipment required at this polnt. 

Plan lunches for the next day 
when planning and preparing the 
day’s meals. This makes possible 
the preparation of lunch foods 
while cooking other meals, 

Sandwich fillings should be mixed 
the night before and stored in a 
cool place. Several fillings may be 
made from one base—such as with 
a cheese base vary the flavour with 
jellies or hard-cooked 
eggs, 

Use fillings that will not soak the 
bread and do not allow them to run 
over the edge, 

A variety of breads or quick 
breads add interest to the lunch 

x. 

Wrap in waxed paper all foods 
not packed in covered containers. 

Desserts such as baked custard 
and fruit gelatine may be packed 
in the‘custard cup in which they 
are baked or molded. 

Put salads, creamed or scalloped 
dishes in a screw top jar. 

To give added interest and 
variety slip in a few tid bits from 
time to time—such as candies, nuts, 
taisins, dates, or a wedge of cheese. 

Be sure to serve raw, either a 
fruit or vegetable each day to pro- 
vide something fresh and crisp.

In many respects farm methods in

Labor is more plentiful but the farm- 
er is hampered by the land ownership 
system an‘ lack of machinery. 

Because most of the farma are 
rented, the farmers are not in a pos- 
ition to modernize their buildings and 
so they just carry on the hard way, 
year after year. The buildings are 
quite different from those in Canada 
and most of the hay and grain is put 
jn stacks or covered sheds, requir 
ing much more hand labor than is 
common in our country. 

A great many tractors sre used 
for plowing and cultivating but the 
majority of farmers still stick to the 
one horsé cart for hauling their crops 
| ond foe drawing out the manure. I 
{saw only one manure spreader of the 

Wheel ‘type. Threshing machines are 
* gtift fed by hand, and without « straw 

blower. Some have straw bundlers on 

the back. The cylinders of the rasp- 
bar type because the British farmer 
wants his straw in long lengths.

The legend that Hitler was not 
dead was so persistent that to avert 
its. political dangers in Germany, 
the British: government in Septem- 
ber 1945 commissioned a noted his- 
torian, Mr. H. F. Trevor-Roper, to 
examine into all the evidence of the 
last hours of the infamous dictator 
in the underground “bunker” where 
with Eva Braun he took refuge as 
the Red Army was breaking into 
his flame-and-bomb shattered capi- 
tal. says the Ottawa Citizén. 

The historian’s findings have 
just been published. He met and 
questioned many of the actors in 
the terrible drama who remained 
alive after the capture of Berlin. 
He sifted all the written evidence 
derived from the questioning of 
others. His conclusions are that 
Hitler shot himself through the 
mouth and that Eva Braun poison- 
ed herself. Her face was seen as 
her body was carried out of the 
shelter but Hitler's smashed face 
was covered with a cloth. His 
black trousers, however, were 
recognized by. witnesses who after- 
wards testified to the fact. + 

That another body could have 
been substituted. for Hitler's no 
witness questioned would consider 
for a moment. It was Hitler and 
none other, they maintained, who 
killed himself on that day in April 
1945 when he realized that his 
blood-bespattered rule was ended 
and with it the existence of the 
German nation.
